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Southern U. 
Stays Closed 
Until January 


BATpN ROUGE (La.) — 
(AP) — Southern, Universi- 
ty, the scene of a dash last 
week between students and 
police which left two young 
blacks dead, has been or- 
dered closed through the 
first of the year. 

The announcement came 
yesterday from Gov. Edwin 
jlMiwards, who said he had 
agreed with a recommenda- 
tion from the school’s presi- 
dent, Dr. G. Leon Netter- 
ifille. 

Classes suspended in the 
wake of last Thursday’s vio- 
lence had been scheduled to 
Resume Nov. 27, but Netter- 
Adlle told the governor more 
tune — until Jan. 3 — is 
heeded to let tensions sub- 
side.

Black People’s Committee 
would report Its findings to 
‘ ‘appropriate state, federal 
and university officials as 
well as to the public at 
large.” 

Two. 20 year old students, 
Denver A. Smith of New 
Roads', La., and Leonard 
Douglas Brown of Gilbert, 
La,, were killed by buckshot 
as sheriff’s deputies and 
state police chased students 
from the university’s admin- 
istration building. Both died 
of head wounds. 


Holiday Closing 
Southern’s 2500-student 
New Orleans branch was 
closed for the Thanksgiving 
holidays in the wake of the 
violence at Baton Rouge. 
The extension of the closing, 
however, apparently will ap^ 
ply only to the 9100-student 
main campus. 

The extension was sought 
by Metterville, who has been 
a figure of controversy in 
the month-long campus tur- 
moil. Students have sought 
his ouster and more of a 
voice in the running of the 
nation’s largest black uni- 
versity. Netterville is black. 

Since the violence, about 
120 state troopers and depu- 
ty sheriffs have patrolled 
the campus. About 700 Na- 
tional Guardsmen were sent 
home over the weekend.
